GUEST HOUSING 


The participants will arrive during the day on Wednesday, July 10. We need to provide accommodations 
for them through Tuesday moming, July 16. Unless your guest will also be operating from your station for 
the competition, he/she probably will not stay with you on Friday evening, July 12. Group events are 
planned for the participants for Wednesday evening, all day Thursday, Friday morning, Sunday evening, 
and all day Monday. The competition itself takes place from 5:00 a.m. - midnight on Saturday, July 13.

GUEST STATION 


We need to provide 50 comparably equipped and comparably located stations for use during the 
competition. The competition will run from 5:00 a.m. Saturday morning through midnight that evening. 
Because of the early start, participants will probably want to spend Friday night at the guest station. 
During the competition, participants will be limited to 100 watts output power in order to reduce the risk of 
RFI. Competitors are encouraged to bring their own rigs and auxiliary equipment, so it is likely that the 
only thing they will need from your station is A.C. and your antennas. The kind of stations we seek are 
located on flat terrain with no hillside advantage. We are looking for stations with tribanders up 40' - 50’ 
plus a 40m dipole or inverted-V. We hope to solicit offers of use for more stations than we actually need 
in order to be able to choose the 50 which are the most similarly capable.

The World Radiosport Team 
Championship (WRTC-96) will 
pit up to 52 two-operator teams 
in a head-to-head competition 
in the San Francisco Bay Area 
during the IARU HF World 
Championship the weekend of 
July 13-14, 1996. Forty-five 
teams are allocated to 27 In- 
vited Countries, one team to the 
defending champions from 
WRTC-90, and six teams to 
Wild-card entries which may 
come from any country. En- 
trants are responsible for their 
own transportation to San Fran- 
cisco where the WRTC-96 
Committee will provide them 
housing, meals, local transpor- 
tation and access to station lo- 
cations. 


The WRTC-96 organizers seek 
team members who have won 
recent major contests and who 
are capable of competing on 
both CW and SSB at the level 
of the very best contesters in the 
world. The selection process 
begins with the naming of Team 
Leaders, who then choose their 
own Partners. Each national 
Team Leader will select a Part- 
ner from the same country and 
Wild-card Team Leaders will 
select from the same continent. 


The Invited Countries have 
been allocated a number of 
teams determined by the num- 
ber of logs submitted from 


those countries in recent inter- 
national contests. The actual 
selection of teams in each coun- 
try will be managed in that 
country by contest clubs, con- 
test managers or other respected 
individuals in the contest com- 
munity. For example, based 
upon ranking and point totals in 
major contests, the WRTC-96 
organizers invited ten USA con- 
test clubs to select the ten USA 
Team Leaders. Wild-card 
teams will be chosen later from 
among direct applicants to the 
WRITC Team Selection Com- 
mittee. 


TEAM ALLOCATIONS 
BY COUNTRY 


Bob Cox, K3EST, Chairman of 
the WRTC-96 Technical Com- 
mittee, described the method 
used to allocate teams to the 
Invited Countries. “The num- 
ber of teams a country may have 
is based upon the number of 
logs submitted from each coun- 
try for the 1993 and 1994 
CQWW and ARRL SSB and 
CW contests. Using the num- 
ber of log submissions gives an 
indication of the ‘seriousness’ 
of a country’s commitment to 
contesting. Based upon the 
available number of operating 
sites we expect to have, the 
WRTC-96 Technical Commit- 
tee required at least 50 log sub- 
missions for a country to 
qualify for a team, We limited 
the maximum number of teams 
that any country can have to 
ten.” 


SELECTION OF TEAMS 


Each team will consist of a 
Team Leader and a Partner. The 
selection process begins with 
the naming of the Team Lead- 
ers who then choose their own 
Partners. Each national Team 
Leader will select a Partner 
from the same country, To em- 
phasize that these are national 
teams, not part of an interclub 
competition, and to extend the 
opportunity to compete to con- 
testers who are not members of 
the selecting clubs, the WRTC- 
96 organizers will require that 
USA Team Leaders not choose 
Partners from the same contest 
club. 


Individuals wishing to compete 
in WRTC-96 should make their 
interest and qualifications 
known to those who have been 
invited to select the Team Lead- 
ers for each country. In the or- 
der of total log submittals, these 
are:

Contesting with QRP? 


While not exactly contesting, a re- 
cent experience from NCCC mem- 
ber Jeffrey, WA6KBL, shows that 
BIG pileups can be broken with 
QRP! 


On Sept. 15 at 1756Z Jeff worked 
the Easter Island dxpedition on 17 
meters phone QRP, with 2.0 watts 
Peak power. The report he received 
was 5-4, Quick calculations showed 
that Jeff could work them with even 
lower power, especially on CW. Jeff 
carefully sct his transmitter to 
100mW (0.1 W) accuracy: +/- 3mW, 
and went on to break the pile-up on 
CW with 100mW at 1830Z, receiv- 
ing a 519 report. Jeff claims this is 
the lowest power contact made by 
this expedition, of the 45,000 con- 
tacts they made. Bob, KKGEK says 
“Congratulations Jeffrey for work- 
ing XROY with only 100 mW. Con- 
sidering the intrinsic difficulties and 
the big pile-ups, this was an accom- 
plishment to be proud of.” (you 
should be proud Jeffrey! ed.)
